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Number  of  Acres 
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The  POPULATION  of  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  District  was  estimated  by  the  method 
adopted  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  23,227  at  the  middle  of  1896,  showing  an  increase  of  15 1 
since  the  middle  of  1895 

Five  hundred  and  eight^^^^sjji^irths  were  returned,  including  294  of  males  and  292  of  female^. 
The  Birth-rate  was  2I‘g  per  1,000  of  population  as  against  26  6  in  the  previous  year. 

The  number  of  deaths  amounted  to  293,  and  included  148  of  males  and  145  of  females,  giving 
a  Death-rate  of  I2'5  per  1,000  persons  living  in  the  district,  as  against  13  2  in  the  previous  year, 
and  12-8  in  1894. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY,  i.e.,  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year, 
per  each  i,coo  registered  births  was  II9,  as  compared  with  91  in  1895,  and  97  in  1894. 

Of  the  total  293  deaths,  27  were  caused  by  one  or  other  of  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases, 
viz.,  3  by  Scarlet  Fever,  4  by  Diphtheria,  2  by  Enteric  Fever,  6  by  Measles,  9  by  Whooping-cough, 
and  3  by  Diarrhoea. 

The  ZYMOTIC  DEATH-RATE  was  I‘I  as  against  o'5  in  1895  and  o’7  in  1894, 
During  the  year  1896  the  birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales,  taken  as  a  whole  was  29'7,  the  general 
death-rate  171,  and  the  zymotic  death-rate  218  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  of  mortality 
among  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  per  each  1,000  births,  was  148.

IMOTIFIARLE  RISEABES. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act,  1889,  290  case  were  reported,  a  number  exceed¬ 
ing  that  of  the  previous  year  by  129.  They  included  233  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  27  of  Diphtheria, 
7  of  Enteric  Fever,  one  of  Puerperal  Fever,  and  22  of  Erysipelas.  No  cases  of  Small-pox  occurred 
in  the  district. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — This  disease  was  widely  prevalent  throughout  the  district.  Every 
parish  contributed  to  the  number,  and  the  cases  occurred  as  follows: — Brasted  9,  Chevening  21, 
Chiddingstone  18,  Cowden  20,  Halstead  11,  Hever  14,  Edenbridge  59,  Kemsing  1,  Leigh  23,  Otford 
9,  Penshurst  18,  Riverhead  and  Weald  2,  Shoreham  9,  Seal  4,  Sundridge  it,  and  Westerham  4.

It  will  be  seen  that  by  far  the  greatest  number  of  cases  occurred  among  persons  aged  5  to  15 
years,  but  the  mortality  was  extremely  small ;  the  two  fatal  cases  occurred  at  Edenbridge  in  June, 
and  at  Underriver  (Parish  of  Seal)  in  December,  both  patients  being  7  years  of  age.  I'hc  remaining 
fatal  case  occurred  at  Cowden  in  January,  and  was  that  of  a  child  aged  2  years. 

The  case-mortality  was  r2  per  cent,  of  the  notified  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever  very  materially  interfered  with  elementary  education  throughout  the  year,  and  in 
addition  to  the  periodical  exclusion  of  children  from  infected  houses,  it  became  necessary  to  close  the 
following  schools  for  this  cause  : — 

Hever  National  School  from  January  ist  to  February  29th,  and  again  from  March  12th  to  April  7th. 

Chipstead  National  School  from  F'ebruary  19th  to  March  23rd,  and  again  from  May  t9th  to 
June  1st. 

Penshurst  National  School  from  February  19th  to  March  13th. 

Leigh  National  School  from  March  lolh  to  May  4th. 

Shoreham  National  School  from  April  i8th  to  May  iith  (also  Infants’  Department  for  the  same 
period),  and  the  latter  closure  was  extended  to  May  20th. 

Shoreham  National  (Mixed)  School  was  closed  from  May  iilh  to  May  20th. 

Edenbridge  National  School  from  May  4th  to  May  25th. 

Mark  Beech  National  School  from  January  ist  to  February  17th. 

Dunton  Green  National  School  from  .August  2isl  to  September  nth. 

Crockham  Hill  National  School  from  August  31st  to  September  5th. 

Halstead  National  School  from  August  27111  to  October  2nd. 

And  Underriver  National  School  from  December  17th  to  December  24th. 

The  casual  manner  in  which  mild  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  treated  by  many  of  those  having 
the  care  of  children  with  regard  to  isolation,  and  the  wanton  carelessness  among  those  who  would 
naturally  be  expected  to  recognise  the  danger  of  infection,  doubtlessly  contributed  in  no  small  degree 
to  produce  the  large  number  of  cases  recorded.  It  is  more  than  probable  that  many  cases  existed 
which  were  not  notified,  in  fact,  1  actually  found  several  children  in  different  parts  of  the  district, 
who  had  not  been  medically  attended,  goi.ng  about  in  a  peeling  slate.  The  usual  statement  from  the 
parents  in  these  cases  was  that  they  were  not  aware  that  their  children  had  suffered  from  Scarlet 
Fever. 

DIPHTHERIA  (including  Membranous  Croup)  was  not  so  prevalent  as  Scarlet  Fever,  but 
the  case-mortality  was  greater,  4  of  the  27  notified  cases  ending  fatally. 

The  cases  occurred  3  in  Chiddingstone,  i  in  Halstead,  i  in  Edenbridge,  2  in  Leigh,  3  in  Otford, 
2  in  Penshurst,  3  in  Riverhead  and  Weald,  and  12  in  Westerham.

PUERPERAL  FEVER.— One  non-fatal  case  was  notified  from  Brasted. 

non-fatal  and  two  fatal  cases  occurred,  and  were  notified  as 

Weste?hlmt^  ’’  4,  Leigh  3,  Penshurst  i,  Shoreham  3,  Sundridge  3. 

Two  aged  persons  died  from  this  disease,  i  in  January  at  Hever,  and  i  in  December  at  Penshurst. 


ISrOISI^ISrOTIF'IARLE  I>ISEASEB. 

MEASLES  was  prevalent  in  one  part  or  other  of  the  District  almost  continually  throughout 
the  year.  On  seven  separate  occasions  it  became  necessary  to  close  Elementary  Schools  as  follows:- 

Seal  NaUonal  School  from  May  i8th  to  May  30th,  which  closure  was  extended  to  June  7th. 

Earl  Amherst’s  School,  Riverhead,  from  June  23rd  to  July  loth. 

And  Brasted  National  School  from  July  6th  to  July  31st. 

One  death  resulted  in  each  of  the  following  parishes,  viz.,  Brasted,  Cowden,  Hever,  Penshurst 
Sundridge  and  Westerham. 


All  the  fatalities,  with  the  exception  of  one,  were  among  young  children  of  4  years  of  age  and 


under. 

The  Measles  death-rate  was  o'2  per  1,000.

INFLUENZA  caused  4  deaths  at  Seal,  Brasled,  Leigh,  and  Cowden  in  February,  November, 
and  December.  Two  were  those  of  aged  adults,  and  the  remaining  two  were  aged  respectively  15 
and  7  years. 

ISOLATION  . — On  March  14th  the  Berthon  Tents  were  erected  at  Leigh  for  the  reception 
of  Scarlet  Fever  cases,  and  they  remained  in  use  until  October.  During  this  time  they  were  very 
useful,  and  24  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  isolated  and  treated  in  them.  Most  of  the  cases  were 
removed  from  the  village  of  Leigh,  viz.,  15,  1  from  each  of  the  parishes  of  Chevening,  Chiddingstone, 
Penshurst,  and  Westerham,  and  two  from  Edenbridge.  All  the  cases  were  successfully  treated,  and 
no  deaths  occurred. 

The  ages  of  the  patients  varied  from  to  40  years;  the  longest  stay  at  the  Tents  was  6t,  the 
shortest  29,  and  the  average  stay  51  days. 

During  the  treatment  of  these  cases  I  visited  the  tents  on  23  different  occasions.  From  the 
time  of  their  erection  until  the  end  of  July,  i.e.,  as  long  as  fine  weather  lasted,  the  accommodation,  as 
far  as  the  patients  were  concerned,  was  all  that  could  be  desired  ;  but  even  then  cooking,  washing, 
bathing  patients,  &c.,  was  carried  out  at  great  disadvantage  and  inconvenience  to  the  nurses,  and 
during  the  wet  and  colder  weather  the  administration  became  still  more  difficult. 

It  was  necessary  to  cart  water  for  all  purposes.  A  portable  steam  disinfector  was  hired  and 
remained  on  the  ground  for  the  purpose  of  disinfecting  the  patients’  clothing,  bedding,  etc.  Experience 
has  shown  that  tents  in  this  climate  are  only  applicable  as  auxiliaries  in  fair  weather  to  more 
permanent  structures. 

In  this  capacity  they  are  useful  and  economical,  but  can  in  no  way  be  considered  as  substitutes 
for  permanent  buildings,  which  are  very  much  required  in  this  District  for  the  proper  and  efficient 
isolation  of  infectious  cases.

The  POPULATION  of  the  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  was  estimated  by  the  method 
adopted  by  the  Registrar-General  to  be  8,425  at  the  middle  of  1896,  showing  an  increase  of  177 
since  the  middle  of  1895. 

The  registered  births  amounted  to  164  (exactly  double  the  number  of  deaths),  consisting  of  75  of 
males  and  87  of  females,  and  giving  a  Birth-rate  of  19-4,  as  against  23  5  in  1894  and  20-4  in  1895. 

Eighty-two  deaths  were  registered,  which  included  33  of  males  and  49  of  females.  The 

Death-rate  was  exceptionally  low,  being  only  Q-Q  per  1,000,  as  compared  with  13-1  in  1894  and 
10*0  in  1895.  ■ 


The  INFANT  MORTALITY,  i.e.,

The  ZYMOTIC  DEATH-RATE 


was  2‘3  per  1,000,  as  against  0*3  in  1895. 
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It  is  apparent  that  this  Zymotic  Death-rate — which  is  somewhat  high  in  proportion  to  the  general 
death-rate  is  principally  raised  by  the  14  deaths  caused  by  Measles  and  Whooping-cough.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  there  was  not  a  single  death  from  Small-pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever, 
Erysipelas,  or  Influenza  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  1896  the  Birth-rate  throughout  England  and  Wales  was  297,  the  General 
Death-rate  17-1,  and  the  Zymotic  Death-rate  2-18  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  of  mortality 
among  infants  under  one  year  of  age  to  1,000  registered  births  was  148. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Under  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act  (i889)>  19  cases  were  reported,  viz.,  two  of 
Small-pox,  seven  of  Scarlet  Fever,  seven  of  Diphtheria,  one  of  Membranous  Croup,  one  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  and  one  of  Erysipelas — 

SMALL-POX.  The  first  case  of  Small-pox  was  reported  on  .April  23rd,  as  occurring  in  a 
Common  Lodging  House,  the  patient  being  a  girl  aged  17  years,  a  daughter  of  the  proprietor.  The 
disease  had  been  imported  by  a  tramp,  who,  with  his  brother,  had  stayed  at  this  lodging-house  a  short 
time  previously,  and  who  was  subsequently  found  to  be  suffering  from  Small-pox  in  a  neighbouring 
district.  The  patient  was  immediately  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  she  passed  through  a 
somewhat  severe  attack,  but  was  ultimately  discharged  in  good  health  on  July  15th,  i.e.,  after  nearly 
twelve  weeks’  treatment. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a  young  lady,  who  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease  on 
May  27th,  probably  having  contracted  it  in  London.  The  case  was  a  very  mild  one  ;  the  patient 
was  treated  at  the  Hospital,  and  made  a  good  and  speedy  recovery. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — Six  non-fatal  cases  were  notified,  two  of  which  occurred  in  the 
first,  one  in  the  second,  and  four  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year. 

DIPTHERIA.-Eight  cases  were  notified,  three  of  which  proved  fatal.  The  disease  was 
much  less  prevalent  than  in  many  surrounding  districts.  The  deaths  occurred  on  February  9th, 
March  6th,  and  October  22nd.  All  were  females,  and  aged  respectively  ii,  17  and  7  years. 

The  case-mortality  was  37’5  per  cent. 

MEMBRANOUS  CROUP  caused  one  death  of  a  child,  aged  3  years,  on  November 
2nd,  in  Seal  Hollow  Road. 


NON-NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

jMEASLES. — A  great  many  cases  of  Measles  occurred  during  the  late  Spring  and  early 
Summer  months,  and  caused  seven  deaths — i  in  April,  4  in  May,  and  2  in  June,  giving  a  death-rate 
from  this  disease  of  o'8  per  1,000. 
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During  the  year  three  Elementary  Schools  were  closed  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  Measles, 
viz.,  St.  John’s  Schools,  from  May  6th  to  May  27th  ;  St.  Nicholas’  School,  from  June  ist  to  June  22nd, 
and  Lady  Boswell's  School,  from  June  8th  to  June  22nd. 

WHOOPING-COUGH  was  concurrent  with  Measles,  and  caused  an  exactly  equal 
number  of  deaths  (7),  i  of  which  occurred  in  April,  i  in  May,  3  in  June,  i  in  July,  and  i  in  November. 
All  who  died  were  young  children,  varying  in  age  from  5  years  to  9  months. 

DIARRHOEA  caused  two  deaths — one  in  June  and  one  in  August.  Both  were  babies,  aged 
3  and  4  months  respectively. 

ISOLATION  . —  Five  persons  were  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  year — 2 
being  cases  of  Small-pox  and  3  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

One  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  admitted  in  each  of  the  months  of  ^^arch,  August,  and 
September,  and  the  Small-pox  in  April  and  May.  The  longest  stay  in  hospital  was  83  days,  the 
shortest  14,  and  the  average  stay  47  days.  No  deaths  occurred  in  the  Hospital  throughout  the  year.
